ARTICLES SIGNER 


Preliminary Papers For Capitulation 


Signed By Xoral After Some 


Words Were Softeuod. 


General Wheeler's headquarters, be- 


fore Santiago, 
Friday, July 15.—The 


preliminary basis for the capitulation 
of the Spanish forces in eastern Cuba 
•was signed under a picturesque Cieba 
tree between the lines at midnight. 


At the very outset a hitch occurred 


owing to a misunderstanding at a pre- 
vious interview. Shafter insisted that 
capitulation had been actually agreed 
to, but Toral said the consent of Ma- 
drid must be obtained, and would be 
forthcoming, as Blanco had author- 
ized the capitulation. 


Capt. Milery had drawn up 13 ar- 


ticles of surrender, but Toral strongly 
appealed that the word 
capitulation 


instead of surrender be used. He said 
he expected our commissioners would 
not humiliate his army, nor make it 
appear that they were 
vanquished. 


As brave men they wished to go home 
with honor. 
They simply yielded to 


superior forces, and would die rather 
than go home dishonored. 


There was considerable discussion 


over 
the 
verbiage, 
and 
several 


changes were made

sound of the terms without affecting 
the same. 


All articles were read to Toral, who 


said they were satisfactory, and all 
signed them.

TORAL DISPOSED TO HAGGLE. 


Tried at to Prescribe the Terms of 


Surrender. 


Washington, 
July 
16.—Amazement 


and chagrin took the place of satisfac- 
tion, when a dispatch was received from 
General Shafter, that he and General 
Miles had been deceived by the Spanish 
commander at Santiago. 
Instead of an 


unconditional surrender, Miles and Shaf- 
ter find that the Spaniards intended a 
capitulation on terms which they should 
be allowed to dictate themselves. 
At 


least this is the interpretation put upon 
a message from the front, the way for 
\\hich had been prepared by an earlier 
message announcing that the commis- 
sioners appointed to arrange <J0tail« had 
been unable to agree. 
It is inferred 


from the words of Shatter's dispatch 
that Toral has repudiated the agree- 
ment which both the American generals 
believed was fully understood. The les- 
f on is a hard one, but it is not without 
its value, for it forces home upon the 
administration the value of Spanish 
promises and the folly of undertaking- 
negotiations with them except at the 
point of the sword. 


It has been the president's intention 


to continue hostilities in this spirit, and 
to give Spam to understand that we 
shall negotiate only as we fight, a.nd thia 
experience at Santiago will strengthen 
him in thvi intention. 
It will have the 


effect doubtless of preventing any thing 
like an armistice, pending negotiations 
for peace. Of course, the episode can 
defer the inevitable for only a short 
time. 
As General Shafter says in his 


dispatch, "It cannot be possible that 
there will be failure in completing'ar- 
rangrem«nts," but the very fact that it 
was possible for him to write that sen- 
tence shows how far apart the Ameri- 
cans and Spanish commanders were in 
their interpretation of the terms under 
which the surrender was to take place. 


| 
GENERAL TORAL, 


General Miles understood that the sur- 


render was absolutely without condi- 
tions except the single one proposed by 
this government, that our ships should 
transport the Spanish garrison to Spain. 
Toral seems to have made a saving 
clause in his own mind that he should 
be allowed to lead his men out of the 
city in such a way that their departure 
would look like a voluntary evacuation, 
•without the humiliation of acknowledg- 
ing' defeat. It may bo that the com- 
missioners will be able to arrive at an 
understanding today, but this under- 
standing must be in line with that of our 
g-enerals. Anything less than this will 
involve a renewal of the assault upon 
the city, and a forcing of the Spaniards 
to our terms at the mouths of our guns. 


It is only too plain that the object of 


General Toral in consenting to a sur- 
render was to defer if possible the in- 
evitable fall of the city, to compel our ' 
troops to continue their weary vigil in 
the unhealthy trenches, where they 
fiave been lying for a fortnight, and if 
possible to bring about a condition of 


to the Spanish idea of honor. He will 
be mistaken in this, and doubtless Mites 
and Shafter will be able to convince him 
of the seriousness of his mistake. The 
Ultimate result will probably b« less 
satisfactory to him than it would have 
been if he had acted in good faith from 
the beginning. 


It does not appear that our generals 


are in any way to blame for the unfor- 
tunate terms of the negotiations. Their 
understanding with Toral was clear and 
explicit, and 'with representatives of 
any other nation in the midst of war it 
would have been final, but they evi- 
dently failed to take Into account the, 
devious windings of the Spanish mind. 
When a defeated army surrenders and 
a commission is appointed to arrange 
details It Id understood that the work of 
this commission shall be formal and 
•hall have to do not with the character 
•f the Hurrender, but only with the de- 
termination ot the manner in which the ) 


eurrenflered forces shall be treated, a* 
the representatives of any civilized na- 
tion would act in dealing with repre- 
sentatives .of any other civilized nation. 
The resultlfe a reflection not upon them, 
but upon General Toral. 


After an extended conference with the 


president last night, at which three 
other members of the cabinet Were pres- 
ent, 
Secretary Alger said: 
"The sit- 


uation is just this: 
The Spaniards 


«t Santiago are prepared to surrender, 
but they want to carry their arms. We 
have determined to grant no such con- 
cession, except the generosity of this 
government to transport them to Spain." 
The secretary was asked if it was not 
the expectation that when it was known 
that no other terms would be granted 
the surrender would not take place, and 
replied that such was the case. 
In any 


event no other concession would be of- 
fered by this government. 
Secretary 


Alger did not say how much time would 
be allowed the enemy to reach a con- 
clusion, but it is known that the ad- 
ministration will make irvery short and 
submit to no further parley with Gen- 
eral Ttiral. 
The next mofe is to sur- 


render upon the terms of the United 
States government or immediately at- 
tack the Spanish forces by army and 
navy. 


In 
accordance with the decision 


reached at the 
conference, 
General 


Bhafter was notified that nothing but 
an unconditional surrender by Toral 
would be satisfactory to this govern- 
ment. 
In view of Shatter's last dis- 


patch, no f§ar is felt that the negotia- 
tions will not be prosecuted to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 
General Toral, it 


is known, at first insisted that his men 
6hiulri be permitted to carry their arms 
with them to Spain. The unusual delay 
which has puzzled the war 
officials 


is accounted for by the difficulty which 
Toral is having in surrendering that 
part of the force under his command 
which is not in the city of Santiago. 
General Shafter estimatees that there 
are from 12,000 to 15,000 men in Santiago 
and nearly as many more in the province 
cutside of the city. 
It is believed some 


may question Toral's authority to sur- 
render them without definite instruc- 
tions to that effect from Madrid. 


SPANISH CHICANERY. 


Employing? 
r Favorite Game of Di- 


plomacy] 
Santiago Dicker. 


Port Antonio, July 16.—Santiago is 


not yet in the actual possession of the 
American forces, nor has the Spanish 
army laid down its arms. This is the 
actual situation. Having avoided a 
directed encounter with American guns 
in a struparle in which the odds would 
have been greatly against them, the 
Spanish have resorted to their favorite 
game of diplomacy, in which they are 
more than a match for the frank and 
sincere officers of the American army. 
At the same time, there Is no doubt 
as to the outcome. Santiago will surely 
fall, even if it becomes necessary to 
throw diplomacy to the winds and in- 
voke the terrible but more certain exer- 
cise of the rifle and the sword. 


Two factors have contributed to the 


delay: General Toral demands that his 
army shall not be compelled to lay down 
their arms; the authorities at Madrid 
seem to have discovered that Toral 
yielded too quickly, and arc embarrass- 
ing the situation by new instructions. 


The fact that the cable between San- 


tiago and Madrid is in working order 
adds to the perplexities of the situa- 
tion. When the town was first threat- 
ened the cable operators left in great 
haste, fearing that a bombardment was 
imminent, but after the situation be- 
came less dangerous they promptly re- 
turned, and since that time have been 
at General Toral's service in sending 
messages between the Spanish capital 
and the besieged city. This being the 
case, it is barely possible that the Ma- 
drid authorities have informed 
the 


Spanish commander that he surren- 
dered too quickly, that the yellow fever 
Iic.d bro!:~n out prr">r"£ tti«> Ani"n>,iri 
soldiers, and that Admiral Sampson has 
positively refus-d to take his ships into 
the Santiago harbor. 


It is also known that at first General 


Blanco positively refused to give orders 
regarding the surrender until the Ma- 
drid authorities had approved them. 
Afterward he seems to have directed 
General Toral to yield, and it is now pos- 
sible that the Spanish government is 
claim' )K that it was not consulted.

ABYSSINIAN SOLDIERS. V 


They Are Tough and Sturdy, but Grotesque, 


• Unattractive and Dirty. 


The Abyssinian soldier's ordinary drees 


is not v«ry attractive. It consists of a 
white linen shirt down to his knees and a 
pair of tight linen trousers to half way 
down his calf. Over this he wears a bell; 
o£ folded linen and, as a rulo, a'' shumma,'' 
or white cotton sheet, drapetl around him. 
None--of these garments is over washed, 
so that thoy rapidly assume a dingy brown 
hue, and as no native over washes himself 
and his only toilet consists in rubbing but- 
ter into his hair once a fortnight the aroma 
from a largo body of men ia not precisely 
pleasing. 
No shoes, stockings or he»d 


covering are worn. The officers and all 
who can afford it wear a sharnma with a 
broad red stripe, called a "jano," and on 
high days and festive occasions every va- 
riety of clothes aro produced of all colors 
in the rainbow. Cloaks of blue, red, green, 
yellow or violet, ornamented with rough 
embroidery, leopard skins, sheepskins and 
even lionsklns aro worn on such days by 
the officers and small chiefs, and on thcao 
occasions the army presents a noble show. 


Any man who has killed n .lion or an 


uiupiiuut; oi' iiii.s uiaUiitfiuahed huiibuu 
much in battlb wears an aureole of lion's 
mane on his head, and ft>r each five men 
ho has killed ho wears a silver band on his 
sword scabbard. The highest recompense 
for valor is a sort of velvet top hat orna- 
mented with silver, and great officers aro 
given shields covered with velvet and or- 
namented withhold or silver. Tho swords 
are worn on the right hand slzo and are 
very much curved, almost eicklo shaped, 
•nd sharpened on both edges. These aro 
used for everything, from killing pnoplo 
down to cutting off mouthfuls of beef- 
steak. Tho rifles aro of every sort of sin- 
gle loader (except Martini -Henrys.), and a 
groat mnpy repeating rifles wore tnkon 
from thd.ltalfo,nsjit tho' li(ittlo'r,;.Adu.i in 
1800, but, as far as wo could lindout, their 
musketry would be improved considerably 
by a bit of regulur target practice. 


As for tho mon themselves, thoy aro 


tough and sturdy, hut not big. Their 
•kin it of the color of mud, and their foo- 
tnres and hnir aro dintinntly negroliko, 


thoy hava straight noses, as a rulo.

SPANISH RULE EN- 
PORTO RICO. 


An Intrusion of tbo Inland by United State* 


Troopi Would He Generally Welcomed 
by the luliabltunts— Cau»e» Which Led 
to Dlnllke of Spain and to Kevolt. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, 


July 1.—As a neutral port within easy 
reach of Cuba and Porto Rico and near 
the sphere of war, St. Thomas is now 
much frequented by newspaper corre- 
spondents. It is a frequent port of call 
for coasting and other vessels, and not 
rarely American warships as well i\s 
those of other nations drop anchor in 
the harbor to take on coal or water. It 
is foiisoquontly a great news center, and 
but little of importance can transpire, 
at least at Porto Eico, whicli if> only 38 
miles distant, without a rumor of it 
reaching this city. 


A fe\v days ago I had a convrr??.tioa 


with an Englishman who had been en- 
gaged in business in San .Tuau. Ho was 
there when the harbor defenses of that 
place had been bombarded by Admiral 
(Sampson's fleet. Previous to that event 
trade was practically at a stand still in 
that city, and he was on tho point of 
winding up his business and leaving for 
a locality where Englishmen were re- 
garded v. ith more favor when 
the 


American fleet appeared in the offing. 


The caunonading.be said, began soon 


afterward, and the*American gunners 
gave the Spaniards an object lesson in 
accuracy of aim. 
The marksmanship 


of the latter, ho remarked, was wretch- 
ed, and the fortifications were soon, 
with few exceptions, reduced to a mass 
of ruins. Eepearedly masses of masonry 
were blown high into ,the air l)y the 
shells from tiio American guns. The 
center of the Morro was almost blown 
away, and tho fragments of a shell 
struck the commaudant.'s house near 
the fortifications and well nigh demol- 
ished it. Some of the American shells, 
he stated further, passed over the forti- 
fications and wrought dreadful havoc in 
the city. 
Number-- of them crashed 


through rows of buildings and, -explod- 
ing, killed hundreds of citizens. 


He had only left San Juan a few days 


previous to my meeting him' and had 
heard rumors of an intended invasion 
by the Americans. A state of terror pre- 
vailed in consequence among the Span- 
ish residents of tho place, but the native 
born citizens generally hailed tho news 
with delight. Some attempts at repair- 
ing the damage done by the American 
fleet had been made since the bombard- 
ment, but tho fortifications, weak and 
obsolete even before the attack, wero 
still worse now and almost useless as 
means of defense against armored ves- 
sels. With an army of from 5,000 to 
10,000 men, supported by a fleet, my 
informant thought that the conquest; of 
the island could be easily completed. 


In this connection it should not be 


forgotten that the native population, 
both black and white, have been goner- 
ally hostile^to Spanish rule for more 
than 70 years. They have rebelled re- 
peatedly.

land and were of minor importance; 
others.\vere general and involved almost 
its entire extent. A minor insurrection 
was only quelled a few weeks before 
Admiral Sampson's gunners battered 
tho walls of Morro about the ears of its 
defenders. Indeed it would not be wide 
of the truth to say that ever since Span- 
ish insolence and oppression kindled the 
flamo of revolt in 1820, insurrection and 
rebellion have been endemic in Porto 
Eico. 


Spain claimed at onetime 18,000,000 


square miles of territory between the 
two Americas. It scarcely conies within 
the scope of a short letter to inquire as 
to the catiso of her losing her vast pos- 
sessions on this side of the Atlantic un- 
til she is now practically bereft of all. I 
may remark, however, that not even 
Spanish oppression ' and misrule wero 
more potent factors in the disintegra- 
tion and loss of her vast 'empire than 
were Spanish exclusiveneas, pride aud 
insolence. 
Native born Spaniards in- 


variably treated tho Creoles, whether of 
pure or mixed blood, as inferior beings, 
and the natural consequence was a crea- 
tion of castes and all the bitterness con- 
sequent upon such nnjust discrimina- 
tion. 
Tho Spaniards also monopolized 


most of the lucrative posts and official 
positions, a flagrant -wrong which also 
tended to fau ' '^e flame of discontent. 
Had she learn . visdom by the sad ex- 
periences of t!i 
past she might have 


saved at least Cuba and Porto Rico. 


All present sigus indicato. that tho 


long period of Spanish oppression, mis- 
rule and haughty assumption of superi- 
ority aro rapidly drawing to a close in 
Porto Rico. Tho advent of a new order 
of things and of a milder and jusrerrnle 
will bo without doubt eagerly welcomed 
by its inhabitants. Favored by nature 
as few localities are, tho island would 
becomo nn earthly paradise 
nnflrr 


more favorable conditions than have 
prevailed there heretofore. 
Should tho 


United States annex the island it would 
be an incalculable advantage to its in- 
habitants and it most valuable acquisi- 
tion to that country.

A MILKMAN'S SPITES. 


One Dealer Charged With Maliciously 


Spoiling Another's Milk—Asafetida 
Used.

The Professionals IJv* In a. Country of 


Their Own Making. 


Some way, when a man makes a profes- 


sion of his art, he lowers it and himself. 
Nature takes out of the man what she 
puts into his chest. She's afraid he will 
build a tower of Babel so high that he'll 
enter paradise, and so sho blocks his little 
game by stuffing him to the point of burst- 
ing with vanity. Tho professional musi- 
cian lives in a little world o£ his own fash- 
ioning, nearly as small as an actor's uni- 
verse, which means New York and "tho 
provinces." Most actors lose their real 
characters playing they are somebody else, 
and writing men who break away from 
the great and seething world of God's fal- 
lible men ana women become puny little 
fellows of myopic vision and atrophied 
faculties. Shakespeare was a theater man- 
ager, Dante an officeholder, Bobbie Burns 
a farmer, Lamb a bookkeeper, Milton a 
schoolteacher and clerk, Wordsworth a 
stamp agent, and I cannot recall a single 
individual trained and educated for a 
writer who ever was one. 


The artists of earth are men who have 


been something else first and something 
else besides professionals. To Iteiong to 
the "perfesh" is to wear a No. 6 hat and 
lose all consciousness of the meaning of 
mevuri et tiium. But of all professionals 
none are quite so little and fussy as musi- 
cians, and to prove the assertion I'll ex- 
plain that if a layman ventures a word as 
to his liking for music in a professional's 
presence he of the fur collar always asks 
icily and ironically, "Ah, then you play?" 


The reply tieiog in the negative, a look 


is given that implies you neither have a 
right to criticise mutiic nor to like it. 
This contempt for the layman I knew ex- 
ists among hlstrions ip degree, but not in 
the universal way It does among musi- 
cians.

AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 


Their Importance to the United State* M 


a Coaling Station and Place of Refugo. 
Fortuity of the Soil and Healthfulneu 
of the Climate.

HONGKONG, June 6.—Since Admiral 


Powi-y destroyed tho Spanish fleet in 
Manila harbor the war between the 
United States and Spain has engaged a 
large sha*e of the public attention iu 
this city. And this is not only the case 
so fur as the English speaking residents 
aro concerned, but tho subject is also 
regarded as oae of great interest by the 
majority of the reading public of tho 


Among nursery errors fo\v are more 


to be condemned than, that which con- 
verts tho friendly policeman into a bug- 
aboo •wherewith to torrify naughty chil- 
dren. The writer once saw a lost child, 
a pretty girl of 3 or 4 years of ago, evi- 
dently tho daughter of well to do par- 
ents, almost thrown, into convulsions 
by the proximity of the policeman who 
•wished to tnke her to the station house 
as the first step toward restoring her to 
her home. Not long ago an eastern pa- 
per told a pitiful story of a half starved 
waif picked up on tho streets of a great 
city. The child had for clays been dodg- 
ing the policemen, who were, had ha 
but known it, his best friends. 


One of tho first lessons taught a city 


child should be that among trie police- 
man's obief reasons for existence is that 
he may take care of good ahildi-an; that 
he represents the law, whose mission 
it is to protect the good against the bad. 


Therefore, little boy or girl, if you 


are on the street and any one, even your 
nurse, mistreats yon or tries to hurt 
yon, 
you have only to ask the nearest 


policeman to help you, and if he does 
his duty he is obliged to do what you 
aak. 


And if you should be lost, one of the 


things the city pays him to do ia to take 
you home. 
He may not be able to go 


with you all tha way, because he has 
what is called a "beat"—a certain 
number of blocks—ontside of which he. 
cannot go while on duty, but ha will 
take yon as far as he can and then pass 
you to tho next policeman, and so on, 
until one of the officers rings your fa- 
ther's doorbell and hands you safely in. 
Or, if you don't know where yon live 
and cannot even tell him your name, 
he will take ytra to the nearest station, 
and in ten rnintttes they will know at 
every station in tha city that a child 
your age, with yWnr color of hair and 
eyes, has be&n f 6und. Then when your 
mother misses ybn and papa telephones 
to the nearest police station that yon 
are lost he will bo told just where you 
are and can go at onoo and get yon. — 
Exchange. 


Florence Niehtinsale's Dolls.

Valuable Ware. 


At the Saveton sale, in London, a few 


years ago, a service of old Sevres ware 
was sold for $5,000. 
The genuineness 


of this set was proved by certificates is- 
sued to the owners hy tho Kr«nrh pov- 
ernment, writes F. Vizetelly in Godey's. 
But by far the most valuable service 
turned out at the Sevres pottery (in 
1778) was mada for the Czarina Cath- 
erine IJ of Russia and consisted of 745 
pieces, which cost 165,630. 


The Sevres ware, old or modern, is 


usually light in color and daintily dec- 
orated with flowers or figure subjects 
tastefully arranged. 
Tho porcelain 


itself, although of good toxture, is in- 
ferior to that cf the English potteries. 
Decorated pieces generally bear pic- 
torial panels on white ground, sur- 
rounded by frames of gilt scrollwork. 
These, as well as the tableware, are 
quite in keeping with the national char- 
acter. 
Although the Sevres works are 


still in operation, they aro kept busy iu 
copying ancient Chinese and Japanese 
models instead of increasing their rep- 
utation in tho manufacture of tho wares 
yticb. made them famous.

complex congeries of peoples collected 
here. Bcgarding tho final outcome of 
the war in Cuba, with the exception of 
the Americans and Spanish residing in 
Hongkong, the rest appear to be indif- 
ferent, but when it comes to the Philip- 
pines, the Ladrones and other posses- 
sions owned by Spain in this quarter of j 
the world the case is entirely different. 
The British merchants and officials here 
are generally in favor of the appearance 
of tho United States in the eastern 
hemisphere as a territorial power not 
altogether for selfish reasons, I presume, 
though they imagine that such a con- 
tingency would result in counteracting 
German and French influence in the 
east. 


So far as the Philippine islands are 


concerned, we have for some time past 
regarded them as irretrievably lost to 
Spain, and the only doubt entertained 
was as to how they would be finally dis- 
posed of—whether as a native republic 
under the protection of the United States 
or.as a colonial possession of that coun- 
try. 
Though it was the most natural 


thing in tha world for us to suppose 
that the Ladrone and Caroline islands 
would not be allowed to remain under 
Spanish sovereignty, our thoughts, were 
not attracted in that direction iuntil 
quite recently when it was hinted 
abroad among Americans in the city 
that those island groups—at least the 
Ladrones—would be also taken posses- 
sion of by the Americans. 


Commercially the Ladrone, or Mari- 


ana, islands are of no great importance, 
but as a coaling station they would be 
invaluable should the American govern- 
ment decide to extend its sphere of in- 
fluence in the east.- The area of the 
whole group, comprising 20 small is- 
lands, is about 417 square miles. The 
chief islands are Guahan, Rota, Agui- 
jan, Sypan and Tinian. 
The capital, a 


town of about 5,000 inhabitants, is in 
the island of Guahan. 


As usual, the rule of Spain proved 


fatal to the natives, and but few of the 
inhabitants of the islands are pure de- 
scendants of the aborigines. Those re- 
maining are a gentle, docile race, fond 
of amusement, and when not Christians 
are believers in a species of Shintoism, 
or ancestor worship. They live in rude, 
•wooden, thatched houses and need not 
trouble themselves much about the mat- 
ter of subsistence, as nature provides 
them with their simple articles of food 
without much labor. Anciently they 
•were accused of having loose views as 
to personal rights in property, which is 
alleged as the reason that the islands 
were named by Magellan's sailors "Is- 
las de los Ladrones,'' or the islands of 


• the thieves. When the Jesuits establish- 
ed a mission there in 1667, they named 
the group "Las Marianas" in honor of 
Maria Anna of Austria, the widow of 
Philip IV, king of Spain. But somehow 
the name of evil repute has remained 
attached to the islands in preference to 
the other. 


The Ladrone islands are all of vol. 


came origin, and the majority of them 
are densely wooded. The soil is remark- 
ably fertile, and rice, corn, sugar, to- 
bacco, cotton and indigo are produced. 
Breadfruit, banana and cocoanut are 
also grown to perfection. The climate 
is salubrious, and the great heat is tem- 
pered by the trade winds. Horses and 
other domestic animals introduced by 
the Spaniards run wild in some of tha 
islands. 


Though well within the torrid zone, 


being included between the thirteenth 
and twenty-first degrees of north lati- 
tude, the islands wonld not be nnsuited 
for colonization by Americans. White 
people soon become acclimatized there, 
and the charm and beauty of those trop- 
ical verdant isles soon grow on them. 


Guaban, the largest of the Ladrones, 


lies north of the Carolines and more di- 
rectly in the line of traffic between tho 
United States and the Philippines, this 
city and Japan. It is about 8,500 miles 
from Honolulu, not quite 1,500 from 
Manila, 1,300 from Yokohama and 
1,600 
from Hongkong. The value of 


such a place to tho American govern- 
ment as a coaling station and port of 


i call, refuge and repair it would be difft- 


I cnlt. to overestimate. 


The Ladrones have not proved a source 


of revenue for the Spaniards. It is need- 
less to state that the administration of 
public affairs is corrupt and that noth- 
ing flourishes bnt excessive taxation, 
which in the case of these islands has 
diminished tho revenue it was intended 
to increase.

CEVERA'S SHIPS AND THE MAUVE. 


It is evident that Cervera's ships are 


as worthless to the United States as 
they would have been had tile Spanish 
chosen to blow them up in the harbor 
of Santiago. The work of destruction 
that was begun with shot and shell 
was completed by fire and the conse- 
quent explosions of ammunition on 
deck 
and 
in the 
magazines. 
The 


ships are nothing but shells that in 
some respects resemble the ill-fated 
Maine, in Havana harbor. 


The condition of the wrecked ships 


indicate^ that the secondary battery 
of a warship is an Important part of 
her armament. Althoujerh the Colon 
v. ns struck six times, not one of the 
projectile? 
which went 
through her 


•uas of the larger kind; and the riddled 
Vizcaya was struck by no projectile 
larger than eight inches. The Oregon, 
Iowa and Texas used their large guns 
upon the fleeing Spaniards, but there 
is no sign on any of the Spanish wrecks 
that the big projectiles scored hits. In 
others words, the guns which caused 
the destruction of the Spanish ships 
are such as can be carried by swift 
cruisers like the Brooklyn and New 
York. This fact does not discredit 


the battleship, but it does increase the 
importance of the heavily-armed crui- 
ser in the eyes of naval authorities. 


It is providential that the effects of 


the magazine explosions on the de- 
feated ships should demonstrate that 
the Maine was not destroyed by, the 
explosion of one or more of her maga- 
zines. 
The explosions on the Spanish 


ships raised their decks but did not 
tear and twist their hulls and lift 
their bottoms as the bottom of the 
Maine 
was 
lifted—thirty-four 
feet 


above 
its 
normal 
position. 
The 


treachery which compassed the 
des- 


truction of the Maine with over 260 
American 
seamen 
was an incident 


that hastened the end of Spanish rule 
In Cuba, and it is remarkable, to say 
the 
least, that 
the 
destruction of 


Spain's finest fleet of warships should 
develop such convincing negative evi- 
dence that the Maine was destroyed 
by an external explosion. 


THE CARRIERS MUST 
PAY. 


The ruling of the assistant attorney- 


general on the question of liability to 
pay the stamp tax on bills of lading, 
manifests and other forms of receipts 
given by a common carrier upon the 
acceptance of goods for shipment will 
be very agreeable to the general 
pub- 


lic, and it ought not to be seriously 
objectionable to the common carriers. 


The 
assistant 
attorney- 
general 


holds that as the law requires every 
railroad, express 
company or other 


common carrier to issue some form of 
receipt for goods, or wares consigned 
to it for transportation, under penalty 
of fine for failure, it is the evident in- 
tent of the new law that such 
com- 


mon carriers pay the one-cent stamp 
required to be placed upon every such 
form of receipt. The common carrier 
A.ino*. Ai,^^i.^ i-iiv, feuuu^, ctuu is»ue lau 
receipts 
and this obligation 
carries 


with it the additional 
obligation to 


provide, affix and cancel the stamp. 


This is a common sense interpreta- 


tion. It is the evident purpose of the 
law that the express companies ami 
other forms of common carriers pay 
this tax, 
not the shippers. But It in 


a custom as old as civilization for, any 
nppcial class of people, singled out to 
pay a tax upon some articles or form 
of business peculiar to themselves, to 
shift the burden upon the general 
public 
whenever it can possibly be 


done. Whether It can be done In this 
Instance or not the express companies 
end other common carriers that have 
been trying to evade this stamp 
tax, 


which 
will 
doubtless 
amount to a 


Considerable 
burden 
for 
the largo 


companies, will hardly venture after 


this ruling from Washington to re- 
fuse to furnish the necessary stamp. 


The tax !• Intended to be Imposed 


upon the corporations engaged In the 
freight carrying business, not upon 
the general public, and these carriers 
will have to endure their burden, as 
philosophically as they may; 
unless 


indeed they can find some 
Indirect 


scheme for shifting it upon the ship- 
per, without technically violating the 
law in its letter.

FlCttrea Not All In Our Favor—Our Heavy 


Ordnance Decidedly Not the Beat of 
Its Cla»»—New Era In Sight For Gnu 
and Projectile luvuutorg. 


Nr.w YOKE, July 18.— [Special.]—Noth- 


ing has been moro clearly demonstrated to 
duto in this war than tho truth of tho oft 
repeated assertion that tho quality of tho 
men behind tho guns whether on soa or 
land, is nioro important by far than tho 
KUUS themselves. At the same time a 
tremendously important lesson with ro- 
ganl to guns and ammunition is being ad- 
ministered to Unclo Sam right now, u IPS- 
SOU, by tho way, tho learning of which 
should never have been put off till tho 
timo of war. 


This lesson is simplicity itself. It may 


bo oppressed in iivo monosyllable-;, and 
hero thuy are, '•Wuieust have tho best!" 
There is nothing novel 'about this lesson 
to Americans in any walk of live. It is, 
in fact, tho keynote of the business policy 
followed by ii]ami['aotur«fs, merchants, 
railroad men, builders—e^ioiV ono, in fact, 
who has won sucuess in his chosen Willing. 
Its general application in American enter- 
prises explains tho marvelous growth of 
tho country, the speed of our locomotives, 
tho recent unprecedented expansion of our 
foreign trade and a thousand other things 
over which the world is now wondering. 
Last, but not least, it makes our sea vic- 
tories logical, for while tho powder used 
by our navy is the poorest employed by 
any civilized nation and our guns aro of 
medium effectiveness only, our ships aro 
clearly as good as tho best. 


Our Big Navy Guns. 


In view of the dreadful execution done 


by tho big guns in combat with tho Span- 
iards, the statement that these pieces aro 
of no more than medium quality may 
seem passing strange. Yet this is tho fact 
according to all comparative tests, tho 
guns of the British, tho French and the 
Germans nearly all equaling and some 
outranking ours in sufficient degree to 
make tho preponderance, decisive, other 
things being equal. Hero aro some figures: 


Tho typo of 10 inch gun now in use in 


our navy weighs 2S 1-10 tons, tho muzzle 
velocity of the projectile is 2,099 feet a sec- 
ond, the muzzle energy in foot tons is 15,- 
531, or 552 tons for each ton weight of tho 
gun. Compared with the 10 inch British 
gun of the built up pattern ours shows 
decided superiority, the figures for tho 
English pieces of that caliber being: 
Weight, 29J.<C tons; muzzle velocity of 
projectile, 2,010 feet a second; total en- 
ergy, 14, CSS foot tons, or 497 tons for every 
ton of gun. Tho French havo no gun of 
exactly that caliber, tho nearest approach 
being 10 (i-10 inches, and it is less i fteotive 
than either tho American or British gun 
corresponding closest in size, its weight 
being 34 4-10 cons, irmzzlo velocity of pro- 
jectile l,9Cti feob a second, total muzzle en- 
ergy 13,002 tons, or 377 tons for oach ton 
weight of gun. 


The best figures are shown bytheKrupp 


gun, 
used, of course, in the German navy 


and those of several other European pow- 
ers, including Spain's. 
Eight and threo- 


tonths inches is the closest approaoh to the 
American 10 inch size, but tho figures aro 
instructive, tho weight of the gun being 
11 2-10 tons, the muzzle velocity 2,119 feet 
a becond and the touil muzzle energy in 
foot tons 9,770, or (588 for every ton weight 
of gun. In the important consideration 
of muzzle energy for each ton of gun tho 
German piece, it will be seen, exceeds tho 
American by almost 25 per cent, and the 
fact that the German gun exceeds tho 
English and French pieces moro than it 
does ours does not help tho matter nr,ich. 


• Greatest Guns Compared. 


Comparative figures derived from tests 


of guns of caliber exceeding 10 inches are 
not less instructive, though the calibers 
aro not identical, and no figures at all are 
at hand regarding tho greater Krupp 
pieces. For convenience I will place what 
figures I have in tabular form:

island have abandoned that form of con- 
struction. As in a sea fight with German, 
French or British ships the marksmanship 
of the enemy would undoubtedly be far 
superior to that of the Spaniards, and as 
all navies but ours use smokeless pow- 
der, which renders marksmanship more 
effective, it behooves Unclo Sam to bestir 
himself at once in the adoption of the 
motto "We must havo tho best" with re- 
gard to guns and powder as well as men 
and ships. 


Great Field For Inventors. 


That there will now bo a strong tend- 


ency in the direction indicated there seems 
hardly a doubt, and, that being true, it is 
evident that a new fiold for inventors is 
now opening out in America. 


I say this advisedly, for, while some of 


tho most valuable improvements in light 
firearms and heavy ordnance havo origi- 
nated in American brains,nearly every new 
gun devised by a Yankee thus far has re- 
ceived its earliest recognition abroad and 
not here. It was so with Catling s gun, 
which, though offered to the United States 
when the civil war was young, was thrown 
contemptuously aside for Franco to take 
up later. It was so also with tho marvel- 
ous Maxim and Hotchkit-s guns, and when 
a new small arm was to bo chosen for our 
army so little encouragement had been 
offered to American gun iu von tors that a 
piece of foreign design had to bo accepted 
for tho army; honco the/Krag-Jor^t:iis>cu, 
of which, however, as all tho world, knows,, 
wo now havo too few with which to equip 
more than a titho of our existing army. 


But the indifference of tho past is not 


likely to persist injilio futuro. Before tho 
beginning of thiSTwar tho people «t large 
took small interest iu killing machinery. 
We were and hoped always to "bo a peaceful 
people. Not expecting n war to material- 
ize, there was no popular demand for w ar- 
like weapons. 


Under the new conditions—conditions 


in which we will bo liable to a call to 
arms at almost any moment, as tho nations 
ui i'jurupu iou^ jiuvo uoeu—tiio ptjopio iiru 
likely to insist upon constant readiness, 
and while that may not mean an enor- 
mous standing army or a vast navy like 
England's, it, must certainly mean "tho 
best" in guns and powder and project lies, 
and plenty of them, to moot all possible 
emergencies.

the everyday tionsaction on the market 
•was about to take place, and from the 
real estate dealers the nev/s very soor. 
came into the possession of the news- 
paper men. 
The stories that emanated 


therefrom -nere most amusing to the 
promoters of the scheme. Article upor 
article appeared in the daily press tell- 
ing of how Chauncey Bepew had been 
seen in Boston m company with promi- 
nent real estate men, looking over cer- 
tain larg-e tracts of land in the neigh- 
borhood of Boston. There were many 
other stories, and Knollwood is the so- 
lution of the conundrum.

Many prominent New York and Bos- 


ton capitalists are said to be interested 
in the nev.- cemetery, which is situated 
Jn the towns of Canton and Sharon, part 
of the grounds being in Canton, the other 
in Sharon, 14 miles from Boston.

tVork That IB Liko War as General Sheiy

The shearing season in the wool ooua* 


tries, says a writer in The Sketch, is th» 
most Important and the busiest ol any 
which ooour in sheep rearing. The swag-, 
man has an opportunity which he does not 
like and usually disregards, and the Eng- 
lish cadet has no reasonable excuse to re- 
main idle. The opening of the sheds is noft 
simultaneous, for, as the hot weathv 
comes down from the equator, those runs 
away back—where it is too hot to curse 
and one never sees tho kangaroo—start 
cutting out some weeks before sheep walks 
in less temperature, but cooler regions. 
The shearers and the musterers travel in 
their own mobs and in many cases work 
the same circuit. Shearing in Australia 
is earlier than in New Zealand, so much 
so that whpn the wicrry band has tallied 
out tho contacts wirh the "cornstalk," 
"gum chewing" and ''banana" squatter* 
of New South Wales, Victoria and Queens- 
land it ships to Maoriland and, pjying tha 
blades on tho sheep of the Three islands, 
returns in time i'or the early wool clips 
among the God forgotten backs of Queens- 
land. 


Prior to the shearing is the sheep mus- 


tering. For weeks the homestead has been 
bathed in red clouds of sand, which rise 
from the drafting yards as the sheep play 
"silly devils" when they are worked. Tha 
yarders with despair written on their faces 
know that they are coining to the end of 
their oaths and the dogs to the limits of 
their endurance. Drafting on cool days ia 
possible and may be compassed with buti 
few detonations of a sulphurous character, 
but on a scorcher, when meat can be cook- 
ed on the zino roofs and blisters are raised 
by the drinking water, yard work of »ny 
description is—hell, to accept the merest 
and inadequate Australasian colloquial- 
ism. The wool washing crew is another 
band of experts who " hump the billy" from 
shed to shed. They scour the wood and 
attend to drying and packing. 
i 


In Now Zealand fleeces are baled up 


without washing:, but tho sands of Aus- 
tralia increase tho weight so much that 
the expenses would swamp the returns. 
The brjles will hold about 75 fleeces, 
though this is rjo hard and fast rule. An 
approximate value is £10, and tho carriage 
price is all contract. Tho groan of the 
wheels, the cracking of the whips, the 
creak of the load, denote that the clip is 
almost gathered, and when the journey 
begins the patient bullocks work with a 
will till thoy drop on the burning sand, 
exhausted by the scanty food, the short- 
ness of water, the pitiless sun and ths 
strain of the weight.

WHAT ISJJLACE ? 


Question Raised by Rev. W. 


L. Tenney 
on the 


License Question. 


BOSTON 
LICENSE 
CUSTOMS 


Commissioners 
Denounced 
For 
An 


Interpretation of Law Which is 


Backed by Highest Authority 


in the State. 


At the call of Rev. W, Li. Tenney, 


who has started the license enforce- 
ment agitation in this city, a meeting 
of the Protestant ministers and sever- 
al prominent church members was held 
this week, and a decision was reached, 
as already reported in this paper, to 
test the law on the point of the number 
nf plaf»<s, re* interpreted by the license 
commissioners. It was the desire of 
some to push the c.ise u. once, to have a 
general discussion in all the pulpits, 
and to test the legality of one of the 
live licenses which Mr. Tenney claims 
are in excess of the legal number. One 
of the ministers, however, refused to 
take part in the movement unless the 
commissioners were first visited and 
given a chance to either revoke the li- 
censes or explain their position. If they 
failed to do this, it was the intention of 
the ministers to open a broadside on 
the question. 


The point made by Mr. Tenney is 


well understood, having been reported 
fully from two addresses. He claimed 
first that nearly all the licenses in the 
city v.'org void because of one of three 
faults, obstructions in the windows, 
improper advertising for licenses, and 
the number granted. The first point 
has been removed by the action of the 
license commissioners, who requested 
through the chief of police that win- 
dow obstructions be remo\ ed. The 
second point has been dropped as sub- 
ject to remedy next year. There are 
therefore five places on which the ar- 
gument is centered. 


On the point of the number of sa- 


loons, it was claimed that the com- 
missioners had counted as one "place" 
two locations, one for saloon and one 
for bottling works, which was done in 
several cases. It was claimed that this 
was illegal, and that the commission- 
ers had no authority for their inter- 
pretation of the law. It was not even 
admitted that there was reasonable 
doubt on the question. It will there- 
fore be of interest to know the action 
of the license board in Boston on the 
same point. This is a state board, ap- 
pointed by the governor, and is the 
recognized highest authority in the 
state, having the advice of the attor- 
ney-general on doubtful points. 


In the city of Boston, where licenses 


are regulated by this state board of 
police and licenses, a. "place" is almost 
invariably interpreted as one build- 
ing, 
and license of the first, fourth 


and fifth classes are granted t , <ir.> 
firm, th'e bottling works under the fiul-. 
class being frequently conducted in 
another part of the building entirely. 
In this way one of the leading hotels, 
having entrances on two streets.has 
licenses of the three classes, with more 
than one bar and a bottling works, all 
considered as one "place." 


There is also a hotel In Boston where 


one license covers two places in which 
liquors are sold, the bars being prac- 
tically in two buildings, but counted 
as one "place," since all is conducted 
under the name ol one hotel. This the 
Boston commission has considered le- 
gal. Mr. Ryan, clerk of the commis- 
sion, when asked by a man who was 
interested in the local question, said 
that when a license was applied for, 
including the three classes, to be con- 
ducted under one name and in what 
would in ordinary business be consid- 
ered one location or building, there was 
hardly a doubt of its legality. 
It is, he said, a recognized fact that 


the license commissioners are the high- 
est authority for the districts in which 
they are appointed. This was proven 
conclusively in New Bedford recently, 
when a law and order league attempt- 
ed to force the commissioners to a 
different interpretation of the law. If 
there is any question as |to the legality 
of their granting of licenses, it is mere- 
ly a question to be carried to the 
courts, as no decision by the latter 
furnishes a, basis for an interpretation 
other than that of the commissioners. 


The point on which the commis- 


sioners of this city have been attacked 
has never been carried to the courts. 
It has however, been decided as shown 
above by the license authorities of 
Boston. No two places are 
exactly 


alike in the questions which arise, and 
there may he local conditions in dif- 
ferent buildings which would affect 
the general principle, but the princi- 
ple has been laid down by what is at 
present the highest authority in the 
state, that the general interpretation 
given by the local commissioners, is 
legal and justified by precedent.

day's issu.e as to whether the y .urans 
of the present war shall be admitted 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
has been discussed considerably by 
local veterans. 
Then- will probably 


be; some difference o!' ^pinion regard- 
ing the mutter, but judging by the ex- 
pressions of some of the leading mem- 
bers of Sanford post it is probable 
that a majority of the Grand Army 
will be against the admission of the 
veterans of the Spanish war. 


This will not be because they do not 


deem those who are fighting the pres- 
ent battle 
worthy 
of 
the 
highest 


honors, but for various other reasons. 
In the first place, there is a wide mar- 
gin between 
the age s of the two 


classes of veterans and aside from the 
single fact that both fought for their 
country there would be little -n com- 
mon 
to 
liold 
them together. 
The 


comradeship that has grown up in the 
ranks of the Grand Army sirce the 
organization was formed 
is some- 


thing not to be lightly considered and 
any proposition to infuse new blood in 
the manner suggested will be very 
carefully considered before it is as- 
sented to. 


The idea of many of the old -oldiers 


is that it will be better for those of 
the present war, if, they desire an or- 
ganizatioriT to have one of their own. 
There would naturally be a strong 
bond of smypathy between the two 
bodies and possibly the new organiza- 
tion might be of much assistance to 
the old, but the idea of completely 
blending the two elements does not at 
this time strike 
the 
old 
veterans 


favorably if the expressions heard in 
this city correctly reflect the senti- 
ments of the Grand Army. The mat- 
ter will in all probability come up for 
consideration at the next national en- 
campment.

FAMOUS COUNTY CRIMINAL 


William Lynch, Who Sawed His Way 


Out of Pittsfield Jail, Arrested 


In New York. 


William Lynrli,alias Benjamin Lippy, 


alias several other names, who escaped 
from the Pittsfk-ld jail in Dec-omb-i, 
1887, 
has at last been captured in New 


York city. He is wanted now on sub- 
pioion of beinf,' implicated in the mur- 
der of Major Wilson of Philadclph'a in 
August, 181*7, but his arrest will bring 
a grim joy to ex-Sheriff Crosby. If he 
is not held for the murder, liei kshire 
county still wants him for robhery n. 
Orent Barrinuton and several prisons 
from which he has escaped would wel- 
come him. 


Lynch was without a doubt one- of 


the most desperate criminals ever con- 
fined in the county jail. He -i-as ar- 
rested in Great Harrington in company 
with 
Michael 
O'Connor 
by Deputy 


Sheriff kariaxlon November 1^, 1887, on 
the charge of burglary and breaking 
and entering-. The depot and sevei a) 
other places had been entered the nighi 
before and Lynch and O'Connor were 
arrested. The men'had been drinking 
heavily and after breaking into a sa- 
loon lay down and fell asleep. It wa1; 
in this manner that they were discov- 
ered the next morning. In their 
pos- 


session was a set of burglar tools. 


The two 
desperate burglars were 


tried in the district, court at Great 
Harrington and held for the grand 
jury which was to meet in January. 
Threats were made by the prisoners 
that they would never stand trial in 
Pittsfield and their thi-eats were exe- 
cuted. 


The escape of Lynch and O'Connor 


was brought about after much hard 
work and the actions of deseperate 
men*. The bars in their cell doors were 
sawed in such a manner that it was 
without much difficulty that the men 
reached the alley. This, however, was 
but the first of the difficulties and dan- 
gers which stared them in the face. 
The bars across the windows had to 
be treated in a manner similar to those 
on the doors. A distance of at least 
six feet separate the walk beside the 
cells and the windows. To reach the 
windows the desperate criminals were 
forced to swing through the air fully 
25 feet 
above th" hard stone floor. 


Cords used in the windows were used, 
and the prisoners gained a start that 
enabled them to elude all pursuit. 


STATE PAY OF SOLDIERS, 


Treasurer 
Shaw Issues a Circular 


Relative to the $7 a Month. 


State Treasurer Shaw has sent out a 


circular relative to the $7 a month 
state pay allowed every enlisted man. 
The following extracts are of interest 
to every soldier: 


In order that these allotments shall 


be promptly and regularly paid to the 
right persons, it is imperatively nec- 
essary that complete, accurate and 
certified rolls of all the enlisted men 
interested shall be filed in this depart- 
ment at the earliest possible moment, 
with all needed particulars. 


The missing-, resignations, promo- 


tions, discharges, and, if such a thing 
is possible, desertions, should all bo 
returned, in each case giving- 'date, 
and it is particularly desirable that the 
street and number be given, ^vhen pos- 
sible, in giving the addresses of the 
persons to whom the money is allotted; 
where the money is to remain in this 
office to the credit of the men, the 
simple -word "treasury" in the allot- 
ment column will be sufficient. 


It is the evident intent of the law 


that the families or relatives of the 
soldiers shall be benefitted here at 
home, or that the soldier himself shall 
have his pay on deposit in the treasury 
of the commonwealth until his return, 
or until such time as he shall allot it 
to other persons, and it is not expect- 
ed nor desirable that checks shall be 
sent to the soldier in the field, as they 
will be useless outside of the United 
States, and not good if lost; and I 
have to ask that you will make this 
plain to the men in some way.
